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ONE of the greateſt difficulties in the French 
language is to acquire a thorough know- 
ledge of the genders, - which are but two, viz. 
the maſculine / and the feminine ele, whether 
they refer to an animate being or to an inanimate 
one; whereas in Engliſh there are three, viz. he 
and /be for animate beings, and it for inanimate ones. 
T he beſt rules given by our grammarians are liable to 
ſo many exceptions, that it is a taſk too hard and next 
to impoſſible for any body to remember them ; which 
inconvenience I have tried to obviate, by giving a 
kind of Dictionary containing all the terminations 
at each of which, after naming the exceptions, is 
iven a rule for the gender of all other words 
Faving the fame termination, Therefore, when 
you want to know the gender of a ſubſtantive, ſee 
which are the letters that compoſe the laſt ſyllable 
of the word, beginning always with the laſt, and 
ſo om backwards. If the word is not to be found 
among thoſe given, then it is of the Zang named 
in the rule immediately following. For example, 
ſuppoſe you want to know the gender of prudence, 
you muſt look under E for the termination nce ; 
when you have found it, as yeu will not fee pru- 
dence among the exceptions : the line following the 
word internonce which contains the general rule for 
this termination, tells you that prudence is of the 
teminine gender,
